All 
Folasses of the inlubituita more especially 
the rising generation of owr young men, 
adopt it, doing so in come instances to 
save trouble ay check servants’ speculation 
(vain idea!) Others sign because they have 
liccome invelyed in chit debts at the start 
and can only pay off'n certain amount 
monthly, and so are stldom free. Many 
even keop on increasing their liabilities, 
hoping against hope something will happon 
to relieve them of the hondaga debt— 
porhaps n lucky lottery, lettors dreamt of 
(anotlicr disease), or some equally uncer- 
tain speculation may. get them out of the 
difficulty. 

Not only do many young men fall into 
this habit at the beginning of then: career 
and make tlrir lives burdens to themselves, 
but it eauses in some cases a false iden of 
tide. He would be a clever tradesman 
who could calenlate his profits with ac- 
curacy under this system. Asrule, trades- 
men and shopkeepers are averse to encour. 
age this practise except with certain cus- 
tomers, and rightly so too; but places o 
uimusement which can be counted hy dozens 
give almost unlimited credit to those 
resorting to them. Tp faet, what is there 
procurable that any one in a respect- 
able situation cannot, sign for in Banykok ? 
Owing to this eredit system tradesmen must, 
clnrge higher prices to recover possible 
Josses. 
are so involved in dobts as to Teave no 
option but to clear oul of the country— 
performing the ' Vanishing Act.” They 
could nover recover themselves. It may, 
be seem a grand thing to he able to go 
shopping, dining, recreating; ete, on 
credit; but. the time must come for the 
settling of the writ of summons, a many 
know to their cost. “How many avoided 
tbe tattor by n timely departure for aumnicr 
climes ¢ 

Again, it becomes a uveossity for every 
trading firm and club to employ bill collec- 
tors, Where the debtor has uot the means 
several courses ave open to him, Firat, he 
may “vanish” if tho aount is alarming 
secondly, he may elect to reform the habit 
aud pay off instalments; thirdly, he may 
ake some one else pay up if he can. 

A correspondent says on tho subject: 
“ Why, bless you, Sir, I have known péo- 
ple who did not recognise their own signa- 
tures to their chits after a night out! 
Why were they allowed to sign in that state? 
Tmight have been at home or at least in 
mena safia, Money they piealty had not 
to start with but even if they had, ] say 
even then the money was their dwn and 
if they got shortage in their change now 
and again that was infinitely preferable to 
getting n number of chits with the sig- 
natures unrecoverable. 

How many of these very frequently turn 
out waste paper to the creditor ¢ Regarded 
irom every point of view, the chit system 
at present in vogue in Bangkok is a 
grievance tho pernicious nature of which 
cannot he too widely ventilated. It is of 
liko importance both ty the business man 
a4 wellas to the man in the street.
